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A  Debate  on   Outrages. 

On  October  21st,  in  the  House  of  Lords, 
the  Marquis  of  Londonderry  once  more 
called  public  attention  to  the  increase  of 
agrarian  crime  in  Ireland,  and  asked  what 
steps  the  Government  proposed  to  take  to 
protect  the  liberty  and  property  of 
those  who  are  the  victims  of  the  criminals. 

His  Lordship  described  a  very  serious 
state  of  affairs,  well  known  to  the  readers 
of  this  magazine,  but  by  no  means  well 
known  to  the  majority  of  the  inhabitants 
of  the  LTnited  Kingdom.  The  more  light 
there  is  thrown  on  what  is  going  on,  the 
better  it  will  be  for  the  cause  of  law  and 
order,  and  therefore  we  need  not  wonder 
that  the  criminals,  and  those  who  neglect 
to  punish  them,  should  be  angry  with  Lord 
Londonderry  for  making  more  widely 
known  to  the  public  the  real  state  of 
Ireland.  And  besides  all  this,  as  the 
Marquis  of  Lansdowne  remarked  :— 
"  These  debates  were  useful  because  they 
would  enable  those  who  read  the  reports  to 
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judge  of  the  manner  in  which  the  Govern- 
ment had  discharged  the  important  trust 
committed  to  them."  The  real  object  of 
the  debate  was  to  ascertain  what  the 
Government  intends  to  do  during  the 
coming  winter,  when  a  more  violent 
agitation  than  usual  has  been  threatened 
by  the  Nationalists.  In  reply  the  Govern- 
ment could  not  deny  the  serious  state  of 
affairs  which  exists  in  Ireland  to-day.  As 
its  mouthpiece  Lord  Denman  "  admitted 
that  the  condition  of  certain  countries  in 
the  West  of  Ireland  was  bad.  Indeed,  he 
believed  it  was  worse  than  at  any  time 
during  which  the  present  Government  had 
been  in  office."  What  a  confession  of 
failure  for  the  Government  to  make  !  But 
did  the  Government  show  any  sign  of  re- 
pentance for  neglect  of  duty,  or  make  any 
promises  to  suppressing  agrarian  crime 
more  vigorously  in  the  future  ?  Nothing 
of  the  kind.  They  acknowledged  the  wide- 
spread character  of  the  disease,  that  all 
their  remedies  had  not  arrested  its  progress, 
but  they  obstinately  refused  to  adopt  any 
new  remedy,  or  to  apply  that  which  in  the 
past  worked  rapid  wonders  in  suppressing 
agrarian  crime,  viz.,  the  Crimes  Act.  Lord 
Denman  declared  that  were  this  last- 
named  Act  now  applied  it  would  "  increase 
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tenfold  the  mistrust  and  hatred  which  so 
many  Irishmen  felt  to-day  for  English 
institutions  and  forms  of  Government." 
Could  any  sensible  man  bring  forward  a 
more  foolish  excuse  for  inactivity  ?  Are 
we  in  future,  acting  on  the  principle  laid 
down  by  the  Government,  to  abstain  from 
sending  to  jail  thieves,  burglars,  swindlers, 
and  other  criminals,  because  we  know  full 
well  that  every  sentence  will  "  increase 
tenfold  "  the  "  hatred  "  which  they  all 
have  "  for  English  institutions  and  forms 
of  Government  "  that  interfere  with  their 
liberty  to  commit  crime  at  their  own  will 
and  pleasure  ?  If  the  Government  would 
think  less  of  how  to  avoid  displeasing 
agrarian  criminals,  and  more  of  how  to 
protect  the  lives  and  property  of  the  law- 
abiding,  it  would  be  better  for  Ireland. 
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Where  is  the  Government  of 
Ireland  Located? 

THE    GENERAL    ELECTION    AND    HOME 
RULE. 

It  will  be  news  to  some  persons  that,  in 
the  opinion  of  Mr.  J.  E.  Redmond,  M.P., 
the  Government  of  Ireland  is  carried  on, 
not  from  the  British  Houses  of  Parliament, 
nor  even  from  Dublin  Castle,  but  in  the 
Central  Dublin  offices  of  the  United  Irish 
League  :  Addressing  a  meeting  of  Irish 
Nationalists  in  New  York,  on  September 
22nd,  he  revealed  to  their  delighted  ears 
the  astonishing  news.  Referring  to  the 
United  Irish  League,  and  the  Nationalist 
Party,  he  said  :— 

"  We  maintain  in  Dublin  an  office 
within  whose  walls,  practically  speaking, 
the  government  of  Ireland  is  carried  on. 
(Applause.)" — New  York  Irish  World 
(N.),  October  3rd,  1908. 

After  this,  had  not  Mr.  Birrell  better 
resign  office  at  once,  formally  announce 
that  Mr.  J.  E.  Redmond,  M.P.,  is  now 
Chief  Secretary  for  Ireland,  and  that  all 
orders  henceforth  issuing  from  the  Dublin 
office  of  the  United  Irish  League  must  be 
obeyed  by  the  civil  and  military  authori- 
ties as  the  law  of  the  land  ? 


At  the  same  meeting,  Mr.  Redmond 
made  another  important  announcement. 
He  said  :— 

"  To-day  I  tell  you  that  the  policy  of 

Devolution,  as  it  is  called,  is  dead.     No 
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government  will  ever  again  propose  a 
National  Council  Bill.  The  next  pro- 
posal will  be  a  proposal  on  the  lines  of 
Gladstone  for  full  Home  Rule.  The 
Liberals  are  pledged,  and  in  spite  of  his 
lukewarmness  upon  this  matter  I  tell 
you  here  the  Prime  Minister,  Mr.  Asquith, 
is  pledged  both  publicly  and  privately  to 
make  full  Home  Rule  one  of  the  living 
issues  to  be  put  before  the  electors  at  the 
next  general  election.  (Applause.  )"- 
New  York  Irish  World,  October  3rd, 
1908. 

In  reply  to  a  question  about  Mr.  Red- 
mond's speech,  Mr.  Asquith  has  declared 
that  he  has  given  no  "  private  "  assurances 
on  the  subject. 


The  Pope  blesses  the  Irish 
Party. 

"  More's  the  pity,"  most  loyal  men  will 
say.  Yet  we  have  Mr.  John  Dillon,  M.P.'s 
authority  for  the  assertion.  The  latter 
gentleman  was  one  of  the  speakers  at  a 
United  Irish  League  meeting  held  at  Clara, 
on  September  27th,  and  this  is  a  part  of 
his  speech  : — 

"  I  myself  have  had  the  privilege  and 
the  pleasure  of  seeing  and  conversing 
with  his  Holiness  Pope  Pius  the  Tenth 
(cheers),  and  from  his  own  lips  I  have 
heard  words  of  appreciation,  and  warm 
appreciation,  and  of  blessing  for  the  work 
of  the  Irish  Party  (cheers),  both  for 
religion  and  for  country  (renewed 
cheers)." — Westmeath  Examiner  (N.), 
October  3rd,  1908. 


It  was  at  this  same  town  of  Clara  that, 
at  another  meeting  the  same  day,  Mr.  John 
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Dillon,  M.P.,  told  his  hearers  what  this 
same  Irish  Party,  now  blessed  by  the  Pope, 
intends  to  do.  He  declared  that  the 
Party  :— 

"  If  it  gets  fair  play  from  the  people 
of  Ireland,  it  will  break  the  power  of 
the  British  Government  in  this  country 
(applause)." — Ibid. 


Physical   Help  Promised 
to   Mr.   Redmond. 

In  New  York  an  address  of  welcome  was 
read  to  the  "  Irish  Envoys,"  Messrs.  Red- 
mond and  Devlin,  in  which  physical  help 
for  Ireland  was  promised,  whenever  it 
should  be  needed.  The  address  stated  : — 

"  We  further  declare  that  while  we 
advocate  constitutional  methods  under 
present  conditions,  as  the  most  rational 
remedy  for  Ireland's  amelioration,  we  do 
not  surrender  the  right,  inherent  in  the 
human  race,  to  proclaim  and  practise  the 
doctrine  that  '  resistance  to  tyranny  is 
obedience  to  God.'  In  this,  however, 
we  subordinate  our  views  to  those  of  the 
people  of  Ireland.  We  follow  their  lead 
in  policies  which  engage  their  immediate 
study.  Being  on  the  ground  in  the  very 
theatre  of  action,  their  judgment  shall 
be  our  judgment.  But  if  in  the  evolu- 
tion of  time  more  drastic  methods  may 
be  deemed  necessary,  then  in  that  event 
we  shall  not  be  unwilling  to  follow  their 
fortunes  with  equal  fidelity." — Free- 
man's Journal  (N.),  October  3rd,  1908. 


League  Law  in  King's  County. 

At  a  special  meeting  of  the  Killea 
(King's  County)  Branch  of  the  United 
Irish  League  held  on  Sunday,  a  lively  dis- 
cussion, lasting  for  a  considerable  time, 
took  place  with  reference  to  the  con- 
duct of  Mr.  James  Stapleton,  a  local 
district  councillor,  who  at  a  previous 
meeting  had  been  reported  for  associating 
with  "  obnoxious  "  people  in  the  locality. 
Mr.  Stapleton  appeared  before  the  meet- 
ing to  offer  his  explanation  in  person.  In 
the  course  of  a  lengthy  statement  he  said 
that  what  he  had  done  was  done  unknow- 
ingly, and  he  regretted  very  much  what 
happened. 

Eventually,  the  Chairman  (Mr. 
Edward  Fogarty),  after  consultation  with 
the  other  members  present,  announced  the 
decision  of  the  League  regarding  Mr. 
Stapleton.  In  doing  so,  he  said  the 
League  could  not  tolerate  people  associat- 
ing with  "  obnoxious  persons,"  and  were 
determined  to  put  such  conduct  down  by 
every  means  possible.  However,  as  Mr. 
Stapleton  had  taken  the  trouble  to  come 
to  that  meeting  and  give  an  explana- 
tion of  his  behaviour,  as  well  as  an  apology 
and  a  promise  of  future  good  conduct,  he 
would  be  let  off  with  a  fine  of  £1. 

Mr.  Stapleton  thanked  the  members  of 
the  League  for  their  leniency  towards  him. 
Some  days  ago  when  a  labourer  essayed 
to  work  at  a  threshing  in  the  Shinrone  dis- 
trict, a  number  of  the  other  workmen  im- 
mediately put  on  their  coats,  and  said  they 
would  do  no  further  work  unless  the  new- 
comer was  obliged  to  leave. 

They  were  asked  for  an  explanation,  and 
one,  acting  as  spokesman,  said  the  labourer 
in  question  had  previously  worked  with  Mr. 
Cradock,  jun.,  son  of  Mr.  Thomas  Cradock, 
Master  of  the  defunct  Ormond  Hounds. 
The  labourer  said  he  thought  it  was  no 
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harm  to  work  with  Mr.  Cradock,  jun.,  as 
he  had  not  been  boycotted  by  the  United 
Irish  League.  It  was  Mr.  Cradock's  father 
whom  the  League  had  condemned,  and  he 
thought  that  made  no  difference.  Other- 
wise he  would  not  have  worked  with  Mr. 
Cradock,  jun. 

He  was  then  told  that  according  to  "  the 
principles  of  the  United  Irish  League  "  he 
should  not  have  had  anything  to  do  with 
any  relative  of  a  boycotted  person,  and 
although  the  man  apologised  humbly  for 
having  done  so,  he  would  not  be  allowed  to 
work,  and  was  obliged  to  withdraw. — 
Dublin  Daily  Express,  October  22nd,1908. 


The    New  Dublin   University 
and  Home  Rule. 

Speaking  at  an  Irish  Nationalist 
meeting  held  in  Chicago,  on  September 
30th,  Mr.  J.  E.  Redmond  referred  to  the 
new  Dublin  University,  and  expressed  a 
confident  hope  that  it  would  become  a 
nursery  for  Home  Rule  amongst  the 
educated  classes.  He  said  :— 

"  The  University  is  the  first  complete 
instalment  of  Home  Rule.     It  is  to  be  a 

university  absolutely  free  from  English 
domination.  The  governing  board  will 
be  elected  by  Irishmen,  and  neither  the 
English  Parliament  nor  Dublin  Castle 
will  have  a  word  to  say  about  its 
management.  It  will  be  an  Irish  in- 
stitution through  and  through,  a  power- 
ful influence  working  for  Home  Rule."— 
New  York  Irish  World  (N.),  October 
17th,  1908. 
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Remove  the  Last  Vestige  of 
English  Rule. 


The  United  Irish  Societies  of  Chicago 
held  a  demonstration  on  September  30th, 
in  honour  of  Mr.  J.  E.  Redmond,  M.P.,  and 
Mr.  Joseph  Devlin,  M.P.,  both  of  whom 
were  present.  The  demonstration  re- 
presented the  American  paymasters  of  the 
Irish  Nationalist  Party,  and  one  of  the  re- 
solutions, which  was  carried,  plainly  in- 
timated to  the  leaders  of  that  Party  what 
they  expect  them  to  do  in  return  for 
American  money.  It  was  as  follows  :— 

"  That  we  send  to  Ireland  by  these  her 
illustrious  Envoys  a  message  of  love  and 
fidelity  and  constancy  from  the  Irish 
people  and  their  sympathizers  in 
Chicago,  and  that  we  assure  the  Irish 
people  at  home  that  we  shall  remain 
militant  in  Ireland's  cause  till  the  last 
vestige  of  English  rule  in  Ireland  shall 
have  been  removed." — New  York  Irish 
World  (N.),  October  17th,  1908. 


Under  Police  Protection. 

In  the  House  of  Commons,  on  October 
15th,  Captain  Craig  asked  the  Chief  Secre- 
tary if  he  could  state  the  number  of  persons 
at  present  under  police  protection,  special 
and  by  patrol,  in  Ireland.  Mr.  Birrell  : 
On  September  30th,^104  persons  were 
receiving  constant  police  protection  in  Ire- 
land, and  252  were  receiving  protection  by 
police  patrols. 
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The  Opinions  of  Mr.  Ginnell, 
M.P. 

According  to  the  Dublin  Daily  Express, 
of  October  22nd,  1908,  Mr.  Ginnell,  M.P., 
has  been  giving  expression  to  some  out- 
rageously lawless  views  of  the  present 
position  of  the  agrarian  question  in  Ireland, 
He  is,  it  seems,  not  only  in  favour  of  whole- 
sale Cattle  Driving,  and  a  general  strike 
against  paying  rent,  but  also  "  a  general 
strike  before  long  against  the  payment  of 
exorbitant  purchase  annuities."  In  this  last 
statement  lies  the  possibility  of  future 
trouble  for  the  Government,  and  on  a 
gigantic  scale.  If  a  large  number  of  those 
who  have  purchased  their  farms  under  the 
Land  Act  of  1903  were  to  refuse  to  pay 
their  annuities,  the  Government  would 
have  to  undertake  wholesale  evictions, 
which  would  lead  to  its  being  denounced 
as  a  greater  evicting  tyrant  than  the  old 
landlords.  It  is  not  at  all  unlikely  that 
Mr.  Ginnell's  expectations  may  be  realised 
before  very  long.  This  is  the  statement 
in  the  Daily  Express  to  which  we  have 
referred  : — 

"  Mr.  Ginnell,  M.P.,  in  an  interview 
with  a  Press  correspondent,  says  thai 
the  amount  of  '  benefit  to  be  obtained 
for  the  people  of  Ireland  '  from  the  pre- 
sent Parliamentary  session  depends  upor 
whether  the  people  put  their  wishes 
beyond  dispute  by  practical  action  or 
the  ground.  Immediate  universal  com 
pulsory  sale  at  fair  prices  is  now  so  ne 
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cessary  that  if  longer  withheld  the  rem- 
nant of  the  tenants  will,  he  says,  in  the 
interests  of  their  families,  be  justified  in 
combining  in  a  general  strike  against  the 
payment  of  any  more  rent,  lodging  their 
money  in  the  hands  of  trustees  for 
mutual  defence,  and  thus  forcing  the 
hands  of  both  landlords  and  Govern- 
ment. Mr.  Ginnell  considers  such  a 
general  strike  is  as  certain  as  a  general 
strike  before  long  against  the  payment 
of  exorbitant  purchase  annuities.  It  is  the 
obvious  way  of  forcing  the  Government 
to  take  the  desired  steps,  he  says,  and  he 
goes  on  to  state  that  neither  Mr.  Birrell 
nor  any  other  British  Minister  has  pro- 
mised to  apply,  or  has  any  intention  of 
applying,  compulsory  sale  to  any  land  in 
Leinster. 

"  Asked  in  what  way  the  people  could 
most  effectually  help  the  party  to  win  a 
good  Land  Act  in  the  autumn  session, 
Mr.  Ginnell  replied  :  By  wholesale 
cattle-driving  ;  by  an  immediate  clean 
sweep  of  all  the  ranches  in  the  four 
counties,  from  Drogheda  to  Athlone, 
and  from  Finea  to  the  Curragh,  in  a 
single  night.  He  went  on  to  develop 
this  plan  in  detail,  emphasising  secret 
preparations  and  simultaneous  action." 


Attack  on  a  Shooting  Party. 


A  Longford  telegram  states  that 
yesterday  Captain  Barton  and  party  had 
to  retire  from  grouse  shooting  on  the 
Gunning  Estates,  Co.  Longford,  owing  to 
opposition  by  tenants  and  injuries  to 
some  of  his  beaters.  Bands  paraded 
around  the  estate,  and  a  large  force  of 
police  had  to  protect  the  shooting  party. 
There  were  several  scrimmages,  and  in- 
juries were  caused  by  stone-throwing.— 
Cork  Constitution,  October  9th,  1908. 
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The  United  Irish  League  and 
a  District  Councillor. 

An  extraordinary  and  possibly  unpre- 
cedented event  marked  the  proceedings 
yesterday  at  the  Ballymahon  Council. 
One  of  the  members,  a  Mr.  Halligan, 
recently  got  possession  of  a  piece  of  land 
in  the  locality,  to  which  objection  was 
taken  by  the  local  members  of  the  United 
Irish  League.  At  the  time  appointed  for 
the  Council  meeting  Mr.  Halligan  attended, 
and  shortly  afterwards  several  other 
councillors  entered  the  room,  and  seeing 
him  there,  left  again.  A  note  was  sent  to 
the  Chairman,  Mr.  Geraghty,  J.P.,  asking 
him  to  adjourn  the  meeting.  The  con- 
tents of  the  note  were  communicated  to 
Mr.  Halligan,  who  said  he  was  tried  to  be 
forced  to  do  what  the  law  did  not  allow. 
He  could  not  dispense  with  the  land  he  had 
now  taken,  without  the  sanction  of  the 
law. 

Chairman  :  I  don't  understand  this 
business. 

Mr.  Halligan  :  The  old  woman  died.  I 
got  attendance  for  the  poor  woman,  and 
had  to  pay  for  funeral  expenses,  and  paid 
the  rent  for  a  considerable  time  before  she 
died.  I  then  administered  this  place,  and 
this  row  now  is  the  result.  Until  they  had 
a  fair  claim  against  him  he  would  hold  on, 
and  the  action  of  those  who  were 
demonstrating  had  not,  he  was  sure,  the 
sympathy  of  the  Central  Executive. 

Mr.  Allard  :    Is  there  any  proof  of  that? 

Mr.  Farrell,  a  member  of  the  Council, 
said  that  when  Mr.  Halligan  and  the 
League  did  not  agree  he  would  have  to 
withdraw. 

The  Chairman  said  it  was  very  un- 
pleasant to  have  such  a  thing  occurring  in 
the  Board-room.  Personally  he  had.  a 
very  great  respect  for  Mr.  Halligan. 
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Mr.  Allard  urged  Mr.  Halligan  to  settle 
with  the  League. 

Messrs.  Ross,  M'Gahy,  and  Skelly,  other 
members  of  the  Council,  then  entered  the 
room,  and  were  informed  of  what  had 
taken  place,  and  Mr.  Halligan  produced  a 
letter  from  Mr.  Delaney,  solicitor. 

Mr.  Ross  :  Are  you  willing  to  give  up  the 
land? 

Mr.  Halligan  :  I  am  not.  I  don't  see 
many  who  give  up  land. 

It  was  suggested  that  if  the  two  neigh- 
bouring branches  of  the  League  stepped  in 
they  would  settle  the  dispute. 

Several  councillors  then  left  the  room, 
as  did  also  Mr.  Halligan,  and  when  he  had 
gone  away  other  district  councillors  re- 
turned and  transacted  the  business. — 
Irish  Times,  September  26th,  1908. 


Extra  Police  in  Roscommon. 


At  the  meeting  of  the  Roscommon 
County  Council,  on  Thursday  of  last  week, 
Mr.  Rorke,  J.P.  in  the  chair,  the  secretary 
read  a  communication  from  the  Lord  Lieu- 
tenant intimating  that  £1,699  14s.  9d.,  due 
by  the  Council  for  cost  of  extra  police,  had 
been  deducted  from  the  amount  coming  to 
the  Council  from  the  Local  Taxation  Fund. 
This  amount  would  have  to  be  levied  next 
year  by  special  rate,  and  would  come  off 
certain  townlands,  certain  districts,  and 
portion  of  the  county  at  large.  In  addi- 
tion to  this  there  would  be  other  demands 
from  the  same  source,  which  would  take 
about  4d.  in  the  pound  to  meet. 

Mr.  Grogan — That  will  mean  in  all  about 
£3,000  ? 

Secretary — Yes. — Sligo  Champion  (N.), 
September  26th,  1908. 
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Black  Lists. 


Ought  not  all  newspapers  to  be  prose- 
cuted by  the  Government  that  publish 
Black  Lists  of  persons  who  have  become 
obnoxious  to  the  United  Irish  League? 
It  is  an  offence  easily  proved  and  ought  to 
be  put  down  at  once  by  the  strong  arm  of 
the  law.  Perhaps,  now  that  Parliament 
has  re-assembled,  some  Member  will  ask 
the  Attorney-General  for  Ireland  a  ques- 
tion on  the  subject,  especially  directing  his 
attention  to  a  Black  List  which  was  pub- 
lished by  the  Ros common  Herald  (N.j,  of 
September  26th,  1908.  In  its  report  of  the 
meeting  of  the  Frenchpark  Branch  of  the 
United  Irish  League,  on  September  20th, 
it  states  that  the  following  intimidatory 
resolution  was  carried  :— 

"  That  we  condemn  in  the  strongest 
possible  manner  the  action  of  the  fol- 
lowing in  sending  cattle  to  graze  on  the 
objectionable  land.  The  following  is  a 
list  in  addition  to  those  already  pub- 
lished : — Mr.  Thomas  Higgins,  publican, 
Bellanagare  ;  Terence  Rogers,  gardener, 
Frenchpark  House  ;  Pat  Lavin,  jobber, 
Mullin,  better  known  as  '  God  Bless  and 
Save  Us  '  ;  Luke  Hester,  Carrowneagh  ; 
Tom  Beirne,  Carrowreagh  ;  Owen 
Beirne,  Bella  ;  John  Brennan,  Tom 
Cregg,  Michael  Flanagan,  Tom  and 
Michael  Crann,  Mantua.  Michael  Bren- 
nan, V.S.,  Ballinvoher,  sec.  Breedogue 
Branch,  U.I.  League,  was  brought 
before  the  meeting  for  attending  cattle 
for  an  objectionable.  It  is  Michael's 
nature  for  doing  things  contrary  to  the 
rules  of  the  League  and  Nationality. 
However,  '  to  err  is  human.'  We  will 
see  before  1908  gives  in  its  gun  to  1909, 
that  a  grabber  will  be  as  scarce  as  a 
cuckoo  in  December." 
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Nationalists'   Spite. 

At  the  weekly  meeting  of  the  Roscom- 
mon  District  Council  on  Saturday,  Mr. 
Denis  O'Brien  in  the  chair,  a  resolution 
was  read  from  the  Ballinaheglish  Branch  of 
the  United  Irish  League  drawing  the 
Council's  attention  to  the  fact  that  the 
tenant  of  one  of  their  cottages — a  man 
named  Martin  Feely — was  keeping  lodgers 
from  the  County  Galway,  men  who  were 
acting  as  emergency  men,  making  hay  on 
an  eleven -months  farm,  and  hoping  the 
Council  would  use  their  power  in  the 
matter. 

Mr.  Tiernan  :  We  should  take  the  cot- 
tage from  him. 

The  Clerk  said  the  relieving  officer 
should  first  call  on  the  tenant,  and  tell  him 
that  if  he  did  not  get  rid  of  the  parties  the 
Council  would  take  proceedings  against 
him. 

Mr.  Dilmor  :  He  has  no  right  to  keep 
these  men  at  all.  What  does  he  mean  at 
all  ?  We  won't  allow  him. 

Mr.  Flanagan  said  they  should  insist  on 
this  tenant  getting  rid  of  emergency  men. 

Clerk  :  He  should  be  noticed  to  get  rid 
of  them. 

Mr.  Dilmor  :  I  would  give  him  no  chance 
at  all.  The  Board  are  doing  well  building 
cottages  for  emergencymen. 

An  order  was  made  that  Feely  was  to  be 
informed  he  would  not  be  allowed  to  keep 
lodgers.  He  was  to  get  rid  of  them  at 
once,  or  the  Council  would  prosecute  him 
without  further  notice. — Dublin  Daily 
Express,  September^28th,  1908. 
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Priests  and  People  in  Mayo. 

The  Mayo  News  of  last  Saturday  pub 
lished  an  extraordinary  story  in  connection 
with  the  now  famous  Claremorris  trouble 
and  the  defeat  of  the  local  government 
candidates  favoured  by  Archdeacon  Kil- 
kenny. We  (says  the  Peasant  (N.)  of 
October  10th,  1908)  gave  the  facts  of  the 
campaign,  and  pointed  out  the  significance 
of  the  defeat  in  an  article  in  our  issue  of 
June  13th.  Recently,  according  to  our 
Mayo  contemporary,  it  was  announced 
under  instructions  from  Archdeacon  Kil- 
kenny that  no  "  stations  "  would  be  held 
in  the  place  called  Middle  Mace  "  until 
the  people  there  made  atonement  for  the 
insult  offered  to  the  Blessed  Sacrament 
and  the  priests  at  the  last  station  which 
was  held  in  May  " — on  the  eve  of  the 
triennial  elections.  Our  contemporary, 
commenting  on  this,  says  that  "  the  in- 
cidents at  the  station  in  Middle  Mace  were 
disgraceful,  but  not  for  the  people.  Three 
priests  went  there  and  wilfully  created  a 
tumult,  out  of  which  they  now  seek  to 
claim  for  themselves  the  glory  of  martyr- 
dom." It  gives  the  facts,  which  it  says 
are  attested  by  as  many  as  half  a  dozen 
respectable  residents  who  were  present  on 
the  occasion,  and  who  are  prepared  to 
vouch  them  on  oath.  They  are  amazing 
reading.  Briefly,  they  are  to  the  effect 
that  after  Mass  in  the  house  in  which  the 
Station  was  held,  Archdeacon  Kilkenny 
delivered  a  harangue  on  the  approaching 
elections,  one  of  his  supporters  interjecting 
approving  remarks.  When  a  D.C.  re- 
sented the  latter  he  was  struck,  the  story 
goes,  across  the  face  and  neck  by  one  of 
the  priests,  then  caught  hold  of  by  three 
priests  and  pushed  through  the  door. 
When  the  owner  of  the  house  protested  he 
was  also  evicted  by  the  priests,  but  in- 
sisted on  re-entering  his  home,  whereupon 
one  of  the  priests  invoked,  it  is  said,  a

curse  on  the  house.  Subsequently  the 
D.C.  who  had  been  ejected  declared  he 
would  report  the  matter  to  the  bishop. 
The  priests  then  left.  Such  is  the  tale  in 
outline.  It  is  for  this,  the  Mayo  News 
says,  that  the  people  are  "  to  be  deprived 
of  the  facilities  hitherto  afforded  them  of 
complying  with  the  laws  of  the  Church. 
This,"  it  adds,  "  is  a  new  method  of  pro- 
moting faith  and  morals."  The  action  of 
the  bishop  will  now  be  awaited  with  keen 
and  anxious  interest.  If  the  facts  are  as 
stated  they  are  indeed  melancholy,  and 
the  latest  attempt  to  terrorise  the  people 
is  intolerable.  However,  if  the  latter 
stand  firm  and  keep  calm  they  will  easily 
triumph. 


The  State  of  County  Clare. 


At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Land- 
owners' Convention,  Mr.  W.  W.  A.  Fitz- 
gerald, D.L.,  a  resident  landowner  in  Co. 
Clare,  was  one  of  the  speakers.  He  re- 
ferred to  Mr.  J.  H.  Campbell's  speech  at  a 
recent  meeting  in  Dublin,  in  which  the 
question  of  lawlessness  in  Co.  Clare  was 
referred  to,  and  spoke  of  the  Lord  Chief 
Baron's  address  to  a  jury  on  the  same 
question  at  the  Summer  Assizes,  and 
continuing,  said  that  when  coming  to 
Dublin  yesterday  he  read  of  two  cases  of 
firing  into  dwellings  that  had  occurred  in 
the  same  county,  in  addition  to  numerous 
cattle  drives.  If  the  present  state  of  pro- 
gress continued  in  regard  to  crime  in 
Clare,  Mr.  Campbell's  estimate  of  200 
agrarian  outrages  would  be  greatly  ex- 
ceeded. He  trusted  those  gentlemen  who 
had  not  read  the  report  in  the  Irish  Times 
would  peruse  it  carefully.  They  would 
find  there  the  case  of  a  landlord  who,  as  it 
happened,  was  a  landlord  who  had  en- 
deavoured to  do  his  duty  to  his  tenantry 
and  his  country,  and  from  no  fault  of  his 
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own  his  present  position  was  brought 
about.  With  reference  to  what  had  oc- 
curred in  Clare  and  the  west  of  the  county 
he  would  like  to  mention  two  facts.  One 
was  that  that  part  of  the  country  was 
absolutely  quiet  until  a  meeting  of  the 
United  Irish  League  was  held  in  the  district 
where  two  members  of  Parliament,  mem- 
bers of  the  County  Clare,  and  several 
Roman  Catholic  priests  openly  advocated 
cattle  driving,  with  the  result  that  cattle- 
driving  on  a  large  scale  took  place.  He 
readily  admitted  that  police  were  sent 
down  in  large  numbers,  but  he  submitted 
that  the  real  cause  of  cattle-driving  was  the 
inflammatory  speeches  which  were  de- 
livered at  that  meeting.  (Hear,  hear). 
Another  point  he  wished  to  refer  to — on 
the  occasion  when  over  forty  prisoners 
were  committed  to  prison,  refusing  to 
give  bail,  the  police  said  from  their  ob- 
servation there  was  no  cruelty  inflicted  on 
the  cattle.  But  the  police,  good  as  they 
were,  could  not  be  everywhere,  and  he 
knew,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  that  in  one 
instance  at  least  great  cruelty  was  in- 
flicted on  cattle.  They  must  express  their 
utter  horror  and  detestation  of  the  lawless 
and  seditious  conspiracy  which,  like  a  dark 
and  poisonous  cloud,  overshadowed  the 
land,  demoralising  large  sections  of  the 
people,  and  blighting  the  fair  fame  of 
their  native  land.  (Hear,  hear.)  But 
that  could  not  take  away  from  them  their 
resolve  to  continue  the  battle  for  law  and 
order,  and  he  trusted  that  they  would 
bring  that  fight  to  a  successful  issue.  At 
present  there  were  many  subjects  of  the 
King  of  whom  it  was  not  too  much  to  say 
that  their  lives  and  their  property  were  at 
the  mercy  of  lawless  organisations,  and 
whom  the  law,  as  at  present  administered, 
was  unable  to  protect.  But,  if  they  were 
true  to  themselves,  he  did  not  fear  *for 
the  future. — Irish  Times,  October  9th, 
1908. 
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Violent  Speech   by  Mr. 
Sheehy,  M.P. 

Mr.  David  Sheehy,  M.P.,  addressed  a 
U.I.L.  meeting  held  at  Kentstown,  on 
September  27th,  when  he  delivered  a 
violent  speech  : 

"  Mr.  Sheehy  explained  the  object  of 
the  meeting,  namely,  to  sympathise 
with  the  evicted  tenants.  Referring  to 
the  agent,  Mr.  Cooney,  he  said  agents 
such  as  Cooney  find  in  the  whirligig  of 
time,  in  the  turn  of  events,  that  neigh- 
bours' help,  neighbours'  sympathy, 
neighbours'  regard,  is  worth  something. 
He  supposed  there  was  not  a  man  in  the 
parish  around  who,  for  humanity's  sake, 
would  lift  an  animal  of  Cooney 's  out  of 
the  ditch  (a  voice,  "  Devil  a  one,  nor 
himself  if  he  fell  into  it  "-  —  (laughter). 

Mr.  Sheehy,  proceeding,  said — Let 
Cooney  go  his  way  alone.  When  he 
goes  into  Navan  let  him  go  to  the  police 
for  companions  (laughter).  It  was 
easy  for  the  people  to  show  up  his  tricks 
— not  by  hurting  a  hair  of  his  head  or 
by  soiling  their  hands  with  his  dirty 
carcase,  but  by  simply  leaving  him  alone. 
Let  them  give  him  the  full  measure  of 
boycotting.  (Here  Mr.  Sheehy,  ad- 
dressing the  police  notetaker,  said, 
"  Take  that  down.")  Proceeding,  Mr. 
Sheehy  said  they  should  give  Cooney  a 
full,  strong  measure  of  boycotting,  deep 
and  wide.  That  is  what  he  would  ask 
the  people  to  do.  Deal  not  with  him, 
speak  not  with  him,  associate  not  with 
him.  If  he  goes  to  buy  let  him  find 
people  who  will  sell  to  him,  but  let  it  not 
be  them.  When  he  goes  to  sell  let  no 
man  buy  from  him.  He  (Mr.  Sheehy) 
would  not  sell  him  a  match  for  a  pound  ; 
and  if  the  people  take  that  attitude  to- 
wards Mr.  Cooney  he  will  get  a  pain  in  his 
back  (laughter)."— Dublin  Daily\  Ex- 
press, September  28th,  1908. 
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Chief  Organiser  of  the  L.I.L. 
Sent  to  Jail. 


There  was  considerable  excitement  in 
Lisdoonvarna  on  Saturday  evening  when 
it  transpired  that  Mr.  Dermot  O'Brien,  the 
well-known  organiser  of  the  United  Irish 
League,  had  been  arrested  in  connection 
with  the  recent  cattle-driving  there.  Mr. 
O'Brien  was  at  his  hotel  when  the  police 
called  with  the  arrest  warrant.  He  was  at 
once  brought  before  Mr.  Harper,  R.M., 
and  some  evidence  having  been  heard,  he 
was  required  to  enter  into  bails  for  his 
future  good  behaviour.  Mr.  O'Brien  point 
blank  refused  to  give  the  bails  asked  for, 
and  he  was  committed  to  prison  for  three 
months  in  default.  He  was  removed  by 
rail  to  Ennis  en  route  for  Limerick,  and  at 
the  Ennistymon  Railway  Station,  when  he 
was  escorted  to  his  carriage  by  a  number 
of  police,  there  were  scenes  of  considerable 
excitement,  cheers  being  repeatedly  given 
for  "  the  driver  "  and  groans  "  for  the 
ranchers." 

It  is  understood  that  the  drive  in  con- 
nection with  which  Mr.  O'Brien  was 
arrested  took  place  on  Tuesday,  when 
Mr.  O'Brien,  accompanied  by  a  number  of 
friends  from  Lisdoonvarna,  went  to  Doolin, 
where  a  largely  attended  meeting  was 
held. 

On  the  motion  of  Mr.  Maguire,  Mr. 
Michael  Considine,  the  County  Councillor 
for  the  division,  took  the  chair,  and  having 
introduced  Mr.  O'Brien,  the  latter  gentle- 
man delivered  a  vigorous  speech,  in  the 
course  of  which  he  said  it  was  ridiculous 
to  be  sneaking  and  driving  cattle  at  night. 
They  should  go  and  do  it  in  broad  day- 
light. 

After  the  meeting  a  drive  took  place,  and 
cattle  the  property  of  Messrs.  H.  V.  Macna- 
mara,  F.  Cahir,  C.  O'Loghlen,  and  Colonel 
Tottenham  were  driven  off  the  land,  and  to 
Lisdoonvarna,  -amidst  the  greatest  ex- 
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citement.  The  drivers  passed  on  through 
Kilfenora,  and  never  stopped  till  they 
delivered  up  the  animals  to  the  herdsman. 
Then,  when  the  drivers  returned  to  Kilfe- 
nora, the  crowd  was  led  by  about  fifty  men, 
with  sods  of  turf  saturated  with  paraffin 
oil,  and  held  up  burning  on  pitchforks. 
The  meeting  was  watched  by  about  twenty 
policemen. — Cork  Examiner  (N.),  Sep- 
tember 29th,  1908. 


A   Humble  Apology  to  the 
LJ.I.L. 

A  special  meeting  of  the  Committee  of 
the  Ballintubber  branch  of  the  United 
Irish  League  was  held  yesterday.  Mr.  P. 
Durr  presided.  The  meeting  was  called 
in  connection  with  a  resolution  passed  by 
the  branch  at  a  previous  meeting  con- 
demning the  action  of  persons  who  were 
said  to  have  sold  cattle  to  a  man  who  holds 
grass  lands. 

The  sellers  of  the  cattle  wrote  forwarding 
an  apology  for  publication,  and  stating 
that  it  was  due  to  a  misunderstanding. 
They  expressed  regret  for  violating  the 
rules  of  the  organisation. 

The  following  is  a  copy  of  the  apology  :— 

"  I,  James  Lavin,  of  Cloonfower,  beg  to 
inform  the  Ballintubber  branch  of  the 
United  Irish  League,  and  the  public  in 
general,  that  the  cattle  sold  by  me  at  the 
last  Castlerea  fair,  and  bought,  as  alleged, 
by  Wm.  Glover,  were  understood  by  me 
at  the  time  to  be  for  his  brother-in-law 
Thomas  Satchwell,  who  purchased  them 
from  me.  It  was  myself  sold  the  cattle, 
and  if  I  had  known  the  cattle  were  for 
Glover,  I  would  not  have  sold  them  to  him, 
and  for  doing  so  I  now  humbly  apologise. — 
Signed— James  Lavin.  Sept.  28th,  1908." 

This  apology  was  considered  satisfactory 
and  under  the  circumstances  was  accepted. 
—Roscommon  Herald  (N.),  October  3rd, 
1908. 
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Riots  at  Protestant  Religious 
Services. 

We  are  being  constantly  assured  by 
Nationalists  that  under  Home  Rule  Pro- 
testants would  have  free  and  unfettered 
religious  liberty.  But  such  events  as 
those  which  occurred  in  the  town  of 
Swords  last  month  may  well  lead  us  to 
distrust  such  assurances.  The  Irish  Times 
of  October  16th,  1908,  reports  :— 

Our  correspondent  states  that  on 
Sunday  night  last  a  shopkeeper  named 
Rock,  who  has  a  business  house  in  the 
main  street  of  Swords,  assisted  by  some 
friends  from  Dublin,  was  holding  a 
religious  meeting  in  a  house  in  the  village 
used  by  him  as  a  store,  which  was  at- 
tended by  several  of  the  Protestant 
families  living  in  and  around  Swords. 
After  the  commencement  of  the  meeting 
a  large  crowd  assembled  opposite  the 
store,  and  wrecked  the  windows  and 
doors.  When  Sergeant  Moran  and  two 
constables  appeared  on  the  scene  they 
had  the  greatest  difficulty  in  protecting 
the  congregation.  Each  night  during 
this  week  crowds  paraded  the  streets, 
accompanied  by  bands,  and  throwing 
stones.  Large  numbers  of  police  ar- 
rived in  Swords  each  evening  to  pre- 
serve the  peace. 


The  Rev.  F.  Scott  Whelan,  Vicar  of 
Swords,  referred  to  the  riots  in  his  sermon 
on  Sunday  morning,  October  18th.  He  is 
not  in  favour  of  holding  in  Swords  reli- 
gious meetings  of  the  type  which  caused 
the  riots,  but  he  spoke  out  manfully  in 
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defence  of  the  religious  rights  and  liberties 
of  those  who  were  assailed  by  the  mobs. 
He  said  : — 

"  A  man  of  our  town  who  does  not 
belong  to  our  congregation,  but  who 
worships  the  same  God  as  we,  who  looks 
for  the  same  salvation  through  our  Lord 
Christ  as  we,  has  used  the  right  which  he 
and  every  other  Christian  possesses  of 
holding  a  Christian  meeting  in  one  of  the 
houses  of  the  town.  He  has  a  perfect 
right  to  do  so,  and  no  one  has  any  right 
to  interfere  with  him.  He  or  his  friends 
have  invited  some  of  my  Church  people 
to  go  to  his  meetings,  and  again  I  say  he 
has  a  perfect  right  to  do  so.  It  is,  or  it 
ought  to  be,  a  free  country,  and  a  man 
ought  to  have  freedom  of  thought  and 
freedom  of  action  so  long  as  he  does  not 
transgress  law  and  decency  by  either. 
He  and  those  with  him,  while  within  the 
exercise  of  their  rights,  have  met  with 
the  most  violent  intolerance  from  ou: 
Roman  Catholic  neighbours,  who  have 
ruthlessly  stoned  the  house  of  meeting 
and  have  for  the  past  week  destroyed  th( 
peace  of  the  town  and  made  nighl 
hideous  with  senseless  yellings  and 
ribaldry.  For  this  foolish  and  ignorant 
bigotry  there  has  been  no  adequate 
cause,  no  proselytising  nor  street  preach- 
ing, nor  grievance  of  any  sort  which 
could  excuse  such  an  exhibition  of  in- 
tolerable intolerance  on  the  part  of  our 
Roman  Catholic  neighbours.  Surely  if 
there  were  any  grievance  at  all  it  would 
be  a  grievance  of  us  Church  people.  I 
have  no  fear  whatsoever  that  any  mis- 
sion of  dissenters  held  in  this  town  will 
loosen  your  hold  on  your  Church  or 
diminish  this  congregation.  And  in  any 
case,  even  if  I  was  afraid  of  such  a  result, 
I  would  still  deeply  regret  and  condemn 
the  violent  intolerance  which  in  a  free 
country  has  rudely  and  senselessly 
molested  and  insulted  God-fearing  men 
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in  the  exercise  of  their  rights  to  preach 
and  to  teach  what  they  thought  fit. 
But  that  is  the  way  all  over  Ireland. 
The  lower  classes  of  the  Roman  Catholics 
in  this  country  are  very  ignorant,  and 
consequently  they  are  a  ready  prey  to 
any  bad  leading  and  bad  passions,  and, 
without  wishing  to  be  uncharitable,  I 
fear  that  they  are  very  often  led  wrong 
by  those  whose  duty  it  is,  before  God 
and  man,  to  lead  them  aright." — Dublin 
Daily  Express,  October  19th,  1908. 


The  Rev.  Nicholas  Russell,  C.C.,  preached 
on  the  same  day,  in  the  Roman  Catholic 
Parish  Church  of  Swords,  and  referred 
to  the  riots.  It  is  most  significant  that  he 
declared  as  to  the  riots  :  "  He  was  not 
going  to  say  who  was  to  blame  "  !  !  As 
though  there  could  be  any  doubt  on  the 
subject  !  Ought  he  not  to  have  blamed 
his  own  flock,  and  they  alone,  for  their 
outrageous  intolerance  towards  quiet  and 
peaceable  Protestants  met  together  to 
worship  God,  without  controversy,  and 
without  any  attempt  at  proselytising  ? 
Mr.  Russell  did  urge  his  hearers  that  in  the 
future  they  "  should  not  earn  for  them- 
selves the  name  of  being  intolerant  or 
bigots,"  but  surely  that  was  not  enough  to 
meet  the  needs  of  the  case. 
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Mr.  J.  E.  Redmond  on  the 
Arms  Act. 

Mr.  Redmond  greatly  rejoices  that  the 
legal  hindrances  to  the  purchase  and  pos- 
session of  arms  in  Ireland  have  been  with- 
drawn, and  that  the  Arms  Act  is  no  longer 
in  force.  He  greatly  rejoiced  the  hearts 
of  the  Nationalists  in  New  York  when  he 
told  them  this,  and  his  statement  was 
received  with  prolonged  cheers.  The 
possession  of  arms  is  exactly  what  the 
Nationalists  most  covet  just  now.  If  they 
could  only  obtain  them  in  sufficient  num- 
bers the  police  and  military  would  know 
the  fact  ere  long.  We  may  be  quite  sure 
that  they  are  not  coveted  for  loyal  pur- 
poses. Speaking  at  a  meeting  in  the 
Faneuill  Hall,  New  York,  on  September 
22nd,  Mr.  J.  E.  Redmond  said  :— 

"One  of  the  greatest  reproaches  of 
Ireland  before  the  face  of  the  nations  of 
the  world  has  been  that  she  was  a  dis- 
armed nation  and  that  Irishmen  in  their 
own  land  were  forbidden  to  bear  arms. 
Are  you  all  cognizant  of  the  fact  that 
that  is  no  longer  the  case  ?  To-day 
every  Irishman  on  Irish  soil  is  entitled 
to  bear  arms.  (Prolonged  cheers.) 

When  I  last  stood  here  there  was  a  law 
in  force  called  the  Arms  Act  which  for- 
bade the  carrying  of  arms  by  anybody  in 
Ireland  unless  he  got  a  certificate  of 
good  character  from  Dublin  Castle. 
(Laughter.)  The  result  was,  of  course, 
that  the  whole  nation  was  disarmed. 
Mr.  President,  we  have  repealed  that 
law,  and  to-day  there  is  only  one  re- 
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quisite  for  a  man  who  wants  to  bear 
arms,  and  that  is  that  he  should  pay  a 
license  of  $2.50  a  year  to  the  revenue, 
but  nobody,  Dublin  Castle  or  anybody 
else,  has  the  power  to  prevent  the  carry- 
ing of  arms  by  anybody  in  Ireland. 
(Applause.) — New  York  Irish  World 
(N.),  October  3rd,  1908. 


In  the  House  of  Commons,  on  October 
15th,  Captain  Craig  asked  the  Chief  Secre- 
tary if  he  could  state  the  number  of  out- 
rages in  which  firearms  were  used,  cattle- 
drives,  boycotting,  and  other  cases  of 
intimidation  which  were  brought  under 
the  notice  of  the  police  since  the  House 
rose,  and  the  number  of  persons  convicted. 

Mr.  Birrell  :  During  the  period  in  ques- 
tion 27  offences  were  committed  in  which 
firearms  were  used,  and  in  three  of  the 
cases  persons  are  awaiting  trial.  The 
number  of  cattle-drives  was  70,  and  in 
respect  of  these  cases  56  persons  were 
ordered  to  find  bail,  of  whom  47  were 
committed  to  prison  in  default  of  giving 
bail.  Twelve  other  persons  are  awaiting 
trial  upon  charges  of  riot  and  unlawful 
assembly.  There  were  five  cases  of  in- 
timidation, in  one  of  which  proceedings 
are  pending.  On  31st  August  there  were 
16  cases  in  which  persons  were  wholly  boy- 
cotted, 10  cases  of  partial  boycotting,  and 
188  cases  of  minor  boycotting. — Irish 
Times,  October  16th,  1908. 
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The  Men  whom  Mr.  J.  E.  Red- 
mond Delights  to  Honour. 


The  Freeman's  Journal  (N.),  of  October 
9th,  1908,  announces  that  at  a  reception 
given  to  Mr.  J.  E.  Redmond,  M.P.,  in  the 
Hoffman  House,  New  York,  on  the  pre- 
vious Wednesday  night  :— 

"  He  [Mr.  Redmond]  aroused  a  storm 
of  cheers  by  inviting  Mr.  Patrick  Ford, 
Mr.  O'Meagher  Condon,  Mr.  Ryan, 
Philadelphia,  National  President,  and 
other  prominent  workers  in  the  cause  to 
visit  Ireland  and  receive  on  Irish  soil 
-  the  tokens  of  gratitude  felt  by  the  Irish 
people  for  the  great  assistance  given  to 
them  by  their  friends  in  America." 

Mr.  Patrick  Ford,  Editor  of  the  New 
York  Irish  World,  is  the  notorious  advo- 
cate of  the  use  of  dynamite,  to  blow  up 
public  buildings  in  England.  Mr. 
O'Meagher  Condon  is  the  ex-Fenian,  who 
organised  and  led  the  attack  on  a  prison 
van  in  Manchester  when  a  constable  was 
shot  dead,  for  which  the  three  "Manchester 
Martyrs  "  were  subsequently  executed. 
Such  are  the  men  whom  Mr.  J.  E.  Redmond 
delights  to  honour  ! 
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The  Bishop  of  Kilmore's 
Words  of  Warning. 

The  Bishop  of  Kilmore  (Dr.  Elliott) 
addressing  his  Diocesan  Synod  at  Cavan, 
on  September  24th,  drew  attention  to  the 
many  evils  already  brought  on  Ireland 
through  the  action  of  the  United  Irish 
League,  and  to  the  greater  evils  which 
would  spring  up  tvere  Home  Rule  granted. 
He  said  :— 

"  If  the  forces  that  are  injuring  and  crippling 
us  continue  to  work  they  must  result  in  the  ex- 
tinction of  the  Church  of  Ireland  by  violent 
proceedings  or  by  death  from  inanition.  Where, 
then,  is  the  wisdom  of  building  up  from  within 
if  nothing  else  be  done?  Multiply  your  in- 
vestments, add  to  your  endowments,  pile  up 
your  capital,  rearrange  your  parishes,  restore 
and  decorate  your  churches,  open  fresh  avenues 
for  Christian  benevolence — all  the  while  the 
sword  of  Damocles  is  hanging  over  your  head 
with  the  certainty  that  if  it  falls  the  Church  of 
Ireland  will  become  a  tale  that  is  told,  an  eccle- 
siastical auld  lang  syne  to  be  remembered,  but 
never  restored.  Such  a  catastrophe  I  hold  to  be 
involved  in  the  Home  Rule  delusion  and 
pseudo-Nationalism.  These  twin  evils  are  iden- 
tical in  their  nature  and  united  in  their  expec- 
tations. If  now,  in  their  embryo  stage,  they  are 
potent  to  hypnotise  the  intelligence  and  corrupt 
the  morals  of  the  people,  what  may  you  expect 
when  the  infant  Hercules  is  born,  having  for  his 
nursing  fathers  agitators,  adventurers,  and  per- 
fervid  ecclesiastics.  I  consider  it  my  duty  to 
warn  our  people  of  coming  events  which  cast 
their  shadows  before,  in  hope  that  some  thought 
may  be  given  to  the  situation  and  means  taken 
to  arrest  the  evil,  or,  if  this  be  impossible,  to 
lay  some  plan  to  meet  it  as  best  we  may.  In  ex- 
posing the  evil  doings  of  Home  Rule  my  state- 
ments are  denied,  and  I  am  represented  as  being 
duped  by  false  intelligence.  In  these  matters 
I  am  very  careful  as  to  the  facts  that  come  to 
me  from  private  sources.  As  for  those  which 
are  public  property,  I  gather  them  from  the 
newspapers  that  advocate  the  Nationalist  cause. 
Last  year  I  mentioned  a  case  in  which  a  family 
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were  deterred  from  going  to  church  by  the  ac- 
tion of  the  '  League '  in  the  neighbourhood 
(the  case  was  not  singular).  The  leader  of  the 
agitation  publicly  requested  me  to  reveal  the 
people  and  the  place,  promising  that  he  would 
go  there  and  set  things  right.  One  of  his  fol- 
lowers has  lately  described  this  as  a  challenge, 
which  confutes  my  statements,  as  I  did  not  re- 
spond to  it.  It  must  be  evident  to  any  reflecting 
mind  that  to  give  such  information  would  do 
more  harm  than  good — the  latter  end  would  be 
worse  than  the  first.  But  supposing  I  were  at 
liberty  to  give  the  information,  I  would  not.  As 
a  loyal  citizen,  I  recognise  no  protecting  power 
but  the  law  of  the  United  Kingdom.  Here  we 
have  an  evil  brought  about  by  a  certain  agency 
— Home  Rule  and  pseudo-Nationalism,  and  this 
same  agency  would  have  me  to  acknowledge  its 
authority  by  accepting  its  protection.  I  hope 
loyalty  will  never  stultify  itself  in  that  way. 
But  why  should  the  leaders  of  this  immoral 
movement  be  so  incredulous  when  things  more 
scandalous  are  constantly  happening?  Have 
they  not  heard  of  a  family  being  obliged  to 
travel  many  miles  to  a  strange  town  to  buy  the 
necessaries  of  life,  and  on  their  return  journey 
having  their  provisions  seized  and  scattered  on 
the  road,  and  this  in  the  presence  of  the  au- 
thorities? Have  they  not  heard  of  people  being 
obliged  to  go  to  a  chapel  a  long  distance  from 
home  to  perform  their  religious  duties?  Is  it 
not  true  that  a  Roman  Catholic  gentleman  wrote 
to  the  papers  stating  that  he  could  not  attend 
his  place  of  worship  without  personal  danger  ? 
Was  it  not  proved  before  the  magistrates  that 
respectable  girls  were  assaulted  and  insulted, 
in  spite  of  an  armed  escort,  when  returning  home 
from  Mass,  their  only  offence  being  that  they 
refused  to  obey  the  behests  of  the  Home  Rule 
Directory — the  League?  Or  have  they  not  read 
in  the  newspapers  of  last  Monday  that  three 
tenants  of  labourers'  cottages  are  being  evicted 
solely  for  the  same  cause,  and  this  not  by  mob 
violence,  but  by  deliberate  resolution  in  so  re- 
presentative a  body  as  a  board  of  guardians? 
It  is  attempted  to  justify  this  evil  practice  of 
boycotting  by  raking  up  the  ashes  of  the  dead, 
to  show  that  our  Church  was  guilty  of  the  same 
thing.  A  young  parson  during  the  enactment  of 
the  tithe  war,  nearly  eighty  years  ago,  is  re- 
ported to  have  advised  the  clergy  to  expel  the 
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Roman  Catholic  tenants  from  their  glebe,  and 
to  replace  them  with  Protestants.  Now,  sup- 
nosing  that  this  was  done,  should  it  be  an  argu- 
ment in  the  mouth  of  a  legislator  to  defend  evil 
doing  on  the  principle  of  retaliation?  The  best 
answer  to  the  insinuation  is  that  the  advice  given 
was  not  acted  on  by  the  clergy  of  our  Church, 
nor,  I  believe,  by  the  speaker  himself.  Roman 
Catholic  tenants  continued  on  the  lands,  .and 
when  the  glebes  were  handed  over  to  Gladstone's 
Commissioners,  it  was  found  in  the  vast  ma- 
jority of  them  that  the  tenants  were  Roman  Ca- 
tholics. The  same  gentleman  would  have  us  to 
dismiss  all  fear  of  persecution  from  our  minds 
because,  he  says,  no  Protestants  suffered  in  the 
Rebellion  of  1641.  It  would  be  no  pleasure  to 
reopen  the  old  wounds  of  that  period ;  we  can 
leave  the  truth  of  the  statement  to  be  dealt  with 
by  historians.  He  cites  the  case  of  Bishop  Be- 
dell, who  fell  into  the  hands  of  the  rebels.  Any 
consideration  shown  to  him  was  due,  not  to  the 
spirit  of  toleration,  but  to  his  holy  life  and 
saintly  character,  which  were  well  known  in  the 
county  of  Cavan.  It  must  be  added  that,  though 
they  did  not  murder  him,  they  subjected  him 
to  treatment  which  caused  his  death,  and  leave 
was  obtained  with  difficulty  for  his  burial  in 
Kilmore  graveyard.  Let  Home  Rulers  argue  as 
they  will,  it  is  patent  that  a  foul  conspiracy  has 
spread  itself  over  the  land,  opposed  not  only  to 
the  principles  of  Christianity  and  civilisation, 
but  to  a  common  sense  of  justice  and  the  dic- 
tates of  humanity.  Some  things  are  not  only 
bad,  but  vile,  and  such  is  the  evil  inflicted  on 
this  country  by  Home  Rulers  ;  for  every  evil  we 
deplore  is  due  to  their  policy.  They  defend 
their  chief  instrument,  the  boycott ;  they  apolo- 
gise for  it,,  and,  beyond  question,  they  encourage 
it.  Some  of  them  glory  in  it,  believing  that  as 
the  Fenian  outrages  converted  Mr.  Gladstone  to 
Home  Rule,  so  the  milder  but  more  numerous 
outrages  in  these  days  will  have  a  similar  effect 
upon  the  present  Government  and  the  people  of 
England.  I  think  the  charge  is  completely 
brought  home  to  them  by  the  fact  that  they 
have  never  denounced  it.  Probably  they  have 
more  than  eighty  members  of  Parliament. 
Have  they  in  their  place  in  that  assembly  la- 
mented those  outrages,  or  suggested  any  method 
of  allaying  them?  On  the  contrary,  they 
branded  as  a  calumniator  anyone  who  exposed 


them.  Have  they  outside  Parliament  ever  held  a 
meeting  of  their  party  to  remonstrate  against 
the  boycotter  and  the  cattle-driver,  backing  up 
the  action  of  their  own  prelates  in  pointing  out 
that  no  good  end  can  be  justified  by  such  means  ? 
Never  that  we  heard  of.  They  give  these  things 
the  consent  of  silence,  some  of  them  give  them 
their  blessing  from  the  house-top.  It  may  not 
be  said  of  them  that  they  '  wade  through 
slaughter  to  a  throne,'  but  if  we  substitute  in- 
famy for  slaughter,  the  wading  is  very  deep 
in  pursuit  of  the  dismemberment  of  the  Em- 
pire. It  distresses  me  to  think  that  some  of  us 
are  losing  heart  and  hope  in  this  long  struggle. 
Some  are  disgusted  with  what  they  consider 
Governmental  mismanagement,  and  think  Home 
Rule  could  not  be  worse.  Others  are  of  opinion 
that  our  subjugation  or  extermination  is  at  the 
back  of  the  whole  business,  and  that  we  are 
powerless  to  resist,  no  way  of  escape  being 
open ;  and  some  say  we  have  nothing  to  do  but 
to  wait  and  take  our  chance  of  whatever  may 
happen.  I  think  it  is  a  wonder  and  a  pity  that 
some  men  of  experience,  blessed  with  practical 
wisdom,  do  not  come  to  the  front  amongst  us 
Unionists  to  devise  some  united  plan  of  moral 
resistance.  There  is  nothing  amongst  the  Na- 
tionalists that  we  dare  to  copy  except  their  unity 
and  their  widespread  organisation.  Can  we  do 
nothing  to  instruct  the  rising  generation  amongst 
us  to  the  blessings  of  Unionism  and  the  horrors 
of  Home  Rule  ?  Can  we  do  nothing  to  protect 
and  encourage  our  few  and  scattered  brethren 
against  becoming  a  prey  to  the  terror,  or,  still 
worse,  to  the  wiles  of  this  disloyal  combination  ? 
Can  nothing  be  done  to  sustain  and  advise  those 
of  our  people  who  suffer  at  its  hands?  Is  it 
impossible  to  stop  the  leakage  caused  by  emi- 
gration from  our  ranks?  If  left  to  itself  it 
will  surely  increase.  Including  Protestants  out- 
side our  pale,  there  must  be  little  short  of  a 
million  in  favour  of  the  Union.  Now  when  we 
hear  so  much  of  union  amongst  Protestants,  a 
sentiment  impossible  to  realise,  why  should  not 
community  of  feeling,  of  hopes,  and  of  fears, 
be  taken  advantage  of  to  provide  a  tangible 
union,  and  show  an  unbroken  front  to  our  op- 
ponents? The  united  voice  of  a  million  might 
be  heard  across  the  Channel  like  a  speaking 
trumpet,  in  spite  of  the  storm  of  sedition. 
Lastly,  why  should  not  some  effort  be  made  to 
draw  out  loyal  Roman  Catholics?  I  dare  say 
they  would  count  for  another  million." — Dublin 
Daily  Ex-press,  September  24th,  1908. 
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Malicious  Injury  Claims. 


On  Sunday  last  a  rick  of  hay,  the  property 
of  Mr.  James  M'Mahon,  J.P.,  C.C.,  Ballyroan^ 
was  destroyed  by  fire.  The  burning,  which  oc- 
curred about  two  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  is 
alleged  to  have  been  malicious,  and  Mr.  M'Ma- 
hon has  lodged  a  claim  for  compensation 
amounting  to  £22  ios.,  the  estimated  amount  of 
the  damage. — Carlow  Nationalist  (N.),  October 
3rd,  1908. 


At  the  Naas  Quarter  Sessions  Margaret  Flana- 
gan applied  for  ^"80  compensation  for  the  ma- 
licious destruction  of  her  house  and  furniture 
at  Cloonagh,  in  June  last. 

Mr.  Collins  explained  that  ^£50  was  claimed 
for  the  house  and  £20  for  the  furniture.  It  was 
a  sad  case,  as  this  old  woman  had  just  bought 
this  place,  which  was  her  ancestral  home,  and 
was  going  to  live  in  it  when  it  was  burned.  Pat 
Flanagan  said  that  he  lived  with  the  plaintiff, 
his  mother.  In  June  last  she  was  after  buying 
this  house  that  was  burned.  On  the  5th  June, 
when  witness  was  going  to  his  work,  he  saw  the 
house  in  absolute  ruins — the  whole  place  was 
burned  to  the  ground.  His  mother  was  about  to 
go  to  live  to  the  house,  and  had  it  newly 
thatched.  He  had  a  brother  called  Mat,  and  he 
had  equity  proceedings  with  his  mother  in  that 
court,  and  on  the  very  day  the  house  was  burned 
there  was  a  decree  given  against  Mat,  and  he 
was  ordered  to  lodge  ^47  in  court.  His  mother 
had  a  tenant  named  Carroll,  who  took  land 
from  her,  and  on  this  land  the  house  was  situate. 

Mr.  Collins  here  read  the  following  communi- 
cation which  was  addressed  to  Carroll  :  "  From 
the  Broadford  Branch  of  the  U.I.L.  This  is  to 
let  you  know  that  if  you  put  cattle  on  Billy 
Cooney's  boycotted  farm  in  Cloonagh  you  need 
not  come  look  for  them  on  the  road.  You  will 
find  them  in  the  bog  holes,  for  they  will  be 
driven  home  across  the  bog  to  you,  so  take  warn- 
ing in  time  and  seek  fresh  pastures." 
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His  Honour  held  that  malice  was  proved,  and 
awarded  £60  compensation — ^£50  for  the  house 
and  ;£io  for  the  furniture. — Leinster  Leader 
(N.),  October  3rd,  1908. 

At  Ennis  Quarter  Sessions  on  Tuesday,  before 
County  Court  Judge  Bodkin,  several  claims  for 
compensation  for  malicious  injuries  were  heard. 

Mr.  James  Reynolds  was  awarded  £10  com- 
pensation, and  costs,  for  the  driving  of  ten  head 
of  cattle  and  the  knocking  down  of  a  number  of 
walls  and  fences  at  Ballyogan,  Co.  District  of 
Crusheen. 

In  the  case  of  Elizabeth  Blake  and  Mary  Se- 
lina  Blake,  who  claimed  £10  for  the  cutting 
down  of  a  flagstaff  on  May  22,  at  Meelick, 
Feakle  district. 

Mr.  Hickman,  solicitor,  said  that  some  of  the 
ratepayers  had  repaired  the  damage  and  paid  the 
costs,  and  he  would  withdraw  the  claim. 

His  Honour  :  They  did  a  prudent  thing. 

John  Hill,  Ballyvolane,  was  awarded  £8  com- 
pensation for  the  burning  of  turf  at  Ballyma- 
lone,  Scariff  district. 

Mr.  John  Lyons,  Knockammana,  was  awarded 
£2  compensation  for  the  cutting  of  the  hair  off 
the  tail  of  a  brood  mare. 

William  O'Brien,  Whitegate,  was  awarded 
£10  compensation  and  expenses  for  injury  to 
seven  cattle  and  the  breaking  of  gates  and  fences. 
— Dublin  Daily  Ex-press,  October  2and,  1908. 


County  Court  Judge  Adye-Curran,  K.C.,  sit- 
ting at  Mullingar  Quarter  Sessions  on  Tuesday, 
concluded  the  hearing  of  the  malicious  injury 
claims. 

Andrew  Bray,  Ballyhealy,  Delvin,  claimed 
£40  in  respect  of  alleged  damage,  injury,  and 
deterioration  of  sixteen  head  of  cattle  driven  off 
the  lands  of  Robinstown,  South  Hill,  Delvin, 
on  25th  May. 

Mr.  Andrew  Bray,  applicant,  deposed  to  find- 
ing the  lock  broken  and  the  gate  of  the  field 
open,  and  the  cattle  gone.  The  beasts  were  never 
the  same  after  the  "  drive." 

His  Honour  gave  a  decree  for  £12,  and  £1 
for  the  gate,  lock,  etc. — £13  in  all. 

Anne  Bruton,  Derrymore,  Killucan,  was 
awarded  ^5  IDS.  compensation  in  respect  of  a 
boat,  which  was  found  on  the  i6th  June,  about 
ii  a.m.,  about  a  half  mile  from  where  it  should 
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be,  and  on  the  Royal  Canal,  the  boat  being 
broken  in  pieces. — Dublin  Daily  Express,  Octo- 
ber 22nd,  1908. 


At  the  Borrisokane  District  Council,  on  Sep- 
tember 28th,  three  notices  were  received  of  in- 
tention to  apply  for  compensation  for  malicious 
burning  of  turf  at  Kylenaheskeragh,  Cloughjor- 
dan,  from  Mr.  Henry  Shannon,  solicitor,  Nen- 
agh,  on  behalf  of  William  Walsh,  who  claims 
^50  for  portion  of  a  rick  of  turf  destroyed  on 
the  night  of  the  2Oth  July  ;  Martin  Maher,  ^50, 
and  Michael  Hogan,  of  Clooneen,  for  ^15,  for 
a  quantity  of  turf  destroyed  by  fire  on  the  24th, 
at  Kilruane. — Midland  Tribune  (N.),  October 
3rd,  1908. 

At  the  Kilrush  Quarter  Sessions,  yesterday, 
before  County  Court  Judge  Bodkin,  K.C.,  Mr. 
James  Griffin,  J.P.,  of  Kinlea  House,  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Clare  County  Council,  and  of  the 
Kilrush  and  Kildysert  Rural  District  Councils, 
who,  it  will  be  remembered,  was  recently  fired 
at  and  slightly  wounded  near  his  residence, 
claimed  ^20  compensation  for  the  alleged  ma- 
licious cutting  off  the  tails  and  manes  of  two 
horses  and  a  mare  on  the  loth  of  June  last. 

Mr.  Griffin  stated  that  he  held  a  farm  at  a 
place  called  Derrybrick,  over  which  he  had  been 
caused  much  trouble  in  the  district.  On  the 
morning  of  the  loth  June  he  had  an  eight-year- 
old  mare,  a  six-year-old  mare,  and  a  five-year- 
old  horse  on  his  lands.  He  found  the  tails  cut 
right  off  to  the  bone,  and  the  manes  also  re- 
moved. 

His  Honour  granted  ^20  compensation,  being 
the  full  amount  claimed. — Irish  Times,  October 
i6th,  1908. 


At  the  monthly  meeting  of  the  Glin  Rural 
District  Council,  yesterday,  Mr.  Thomas  Ruddle 
presiding,  Mr.  Broderick,  solicitor,  Abbeyfeale, 
announced  his  intention  to  •  apply  on  behalf  of 
Mrs.  Johanna  Hunt,  Killeany,  near  Glin,  at  the 
Newcastle  West  January  Sessions,  for  the  sum 
of  ^200,  the  value  of  a  dwelling-house, 
thatched  cowhouse,  furniture,  and  a  silver 
watch,  her  property,  maliciously  burned  on  the 
8th  October,  1008.  A  claim  for  ^£35  was  also 
made  by  Mr.  John  Condon,  solicitor,  Newcastle 
West,  on  behalf  of  John  Sullivan,  Clounlehard, 
for  14  tons  of  hay  maliciously  burned  on  the 
8th  October. — Dublin  Daily  Ex-press,  October 
i5th,  1908. 
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Cattle  Driving. 


At  a  special  Court  at  Ballyreen,  North  Clare, 
presided  over  by  Mr.  Harper,  R.M.,  on  Mon- 
day, a  man  named  Thomas  Scales  was  charged 
with  being  one  of  a  crowd  of  persons  who  on 
the  morning  of  September  2oth,  at  Ballyvoe, 
Killilagh,  and  Glasha,  unlawfully  knocked 
down  fences  and  drove  away  cattle  and  sheep, 
the  property  of  Thomas  McCarthy,  Colman 
O'Loghlen,  Colonel  Tottenham,  and  James  Lin- 
nane,  to  the  number  of  about  130  head  of  cattle 
and  188  sheep.  The  defendant  was  bound  to  be 
of  the  peace  and  good  behaviour. — Dublin  Daily 
Ex-press,  September  23rd,  1908. 


At  Ennistymon,  Co.  Clare,  on  September  3Oth, 
no  fewer  than  forty-four  men  were  charged 
with  Cattle  Driving.  There  was  great  excite- 
ment in  the  town  before  the  commencement  of 
the  proceedings.  Stones  were  flung  by  the 
crowd,  and  the  police  made  a  fierce  baton 
charge,  and  a  series  of  hand-to-hand  encounters 
took  place,  in  the  course'  of  which  it  was  alleged 
that  one  constable  was  stabbed  in  the  neck.  All 
the  defendants  were  found  guilty,  and  were  or- 
dered to  be  bound  over  to  keep  the  peace,  or  go 
to  prison  for  a  fortnight,  without  hard  labour. 
Almost  simultaneously  the  defendants  rose  in 
their  seats,  and  shouted  that  they  would  not 
give  the  bails,  but  would  go  to  jail.  There  were 
prolonged  cheers  in  court.  Warrants  were  then 
made  out  for  the  committal  of  the  accused, 
and  when  they  were  about  being  removed  from 
the  courthouse  to  the  station  there  was  a  series 
of  exciting  scenes.  A  huge  crowd  assembled 
outside  the  court,  and  cheered  again  and  again 
for  the  "  drivers."  Some  stones  were  thrown, 
and  the  police  made  a  baton  charge  in  which 
many  civilians  were  more  or  less  injured.  Mr. 
Malone,  D.C.,  received  a  severe  stroke  of  a 
baton  while  standing  near  the  courthouse,  and  a 
man  named  Shallon  was  also  injured.  A  num- 
ber of  windows  were  broken  in  the  charges,  and 
on  all  shops  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Court  shutters 
were  hastily  put  up.  The  prisoners  were  re- 
moved under  a  heavy  escort,  and  at  the  station 
there  was  much  excitement. — Irish  Times,  Octo- 
ber ist,  1908. 
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The  special  correspondent  of  the  Irish  Times, 
writing  from  Ennistymon,  on  October  8th,  says 
that  :  "  One  of  the  latest  Cattle  Drives  took 
place  on  Sunday  evening,  when  150  head  of 
cattle,  the  property  of  Mr.  Thomas  Crowe, 
D.L.,  Dromore,  and  50  sheep,  the  property  of 
Colonel  Tottenham,  D.L.,  were  driven  off  the 
lands  around  Leminagh.  The  cattle  were  driven 
through  the  town  of  Corofin  near  to  Mr.  Crowe's 
residence.  When  the  police  came  on  the  scene 
they  took  the  cattle  to  the  barracks,  and  kept 
them  there  until  a  herd  arrived  and  replaced 
them  on  the  lands.  A  few  days  previously  60 
head  of  cattle  were  driven  off  Dr.  Green's  farm 
in  the  Carron  district.  A  great  many  Drives 
are  never  heard  of  outside  the  district  in  which 
they  take  place.  Here  are  a  few  of  the  latest 
Drives,  together  with  the  amount  of  compensa- 
tion claimed  : — In  addition  to  his  former  claim 
°f  £>5Qi  Colonel  Tottenham,  Mount  Callan, 
claims  .£250  for  the  driving  of  63  cattle  and  147 
sheep  on  September  22nd ;  Mr.  F.  Cahir  claims 
;£i8  I2S.  for  the  driving  of  63  cattle  and  57 
sheep  on  the  same  date;  Mr.  Colman  O'Loghlen 
claims  ^45  for  the  driving  of  31  cattle  and  15 
sheep  on  September  2oth,  and  ^55  for  the 
driving  of  34  cattle  and  15  sheep  on  September 
22nd ;  and  Mr.  Thomas  McCarthy  claims  ^45 
for  the  driving  of  27  cattle  and  18  sheep  on 
September  22nd.  The  drives  were  off  the  lands 
of  Ballyvoe,  Killilagh,  Doolin,  etc." 


In  the  House  of  Commons,  on  October  i5th, 
in  reply  to  a  question  by  Mr.  Halpin,  the  Chief 
Secretary  for  Ireland  said: — "The  police  au- 
thorities inform  me  that  on  3oth  September  a 
case  of  Cattle  Driving  was  heard  at  Ennisty- 
mon Petty  Sessions.  On  the  morning  of  that 
day,  and  before  the  hearing,  an  organised  pro- 
cession approached  the  village  carrying  a  ban- 
ner inscribed  '  Down  with  landlords,'  and  ac- 
companied by  a  band  playing  music.  The 
police  repeatedly  requested  the  party  to  take 
down  the  banner,  and  warned  them  that  the  band 
would  not  be  allowed  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
Courthouse.  The  crowd  ignored  the  warnings 
of  the  police,  and  attempted  to  force  their  way 
into  the  village.  Upon  being  prevented  they 
attacked  the  police  with  sticks  and  stones,  and 
several  policemen  were  injured.  The  police 
thereupon  dispersed  the  crowd  by  a  baton 
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charge,  and  took  possession  of  the  banner  and 
two  drums.  After  the  case  had  been  disposed 
of  by  the  Court,  a  crowd  collected  outside  the 
Courthouse,  and  again  attacked  the  police  with 
stones,  and  this  crowd  also  was  dispersed  by 
baton  charges.  It  was  the  duty  of  the  police 
to  preserve  order  in  (he  vicinity  of  the  Court- 
house, and  this  duty  appears  to  have  been 
effected.  I  do  not  propose  to  hold  any  inquiry 
into  the  matter." — Irish  Times,  October  i6th, 
1908. 


At  the  Limerick  Quarter  Sessions  on  Monday, 
before  Judge  Law  Smith,  Colonel  Lowe,  owner 
of  property  at  Sunville,  near  Ardpatrick,  Co. 
Limerick,  sought  to  recover  compensation  from 
the  County  Council  for  malicious  injuries  al- 
leged to  have  been  inflicted  on  his  cattle  during 
a  Cattle  Drive  last  June.  From  the  evidence 
of  John  Bourke,  in  the  employ  of  Colonel  Lowe, 
it  appeared  that  there  were  20  two-year-old 
cattle  on  the  land,  and  they  were  driven  off  on 
the  night  of  the  2ist  or  morning  of  the  22nd  of 
June.  Before  being  driven  the  cattle  were  in 
a  lovely  condition.  When  they  came  back  after 
the  drive  they  had  been  in  a  wretched  condition. 
One  of  them  was  quite  lame,  and  five  of  them 
were  scarcely  able  to  stand.  The  cattle  were 
suffering  from  scour  when  they  came  back. 
They  were  depreciated  in  value  about  ^i  a-head. 
He  had  no  doubt  the  driving  was  malicious. 

His  Honour  awarded  ^15  compensation,  to  be 
levied  on  the  Kilmallock  district,  and  allowed 
£i  expenses. — Freeman's  Journal  (N.),  October 
6th,  1908. 

The  Meath  Chronicle,  in  its  issue  for  Sep- 
tember 26th,  states  : — "  The  cattle  drivers  in  the 
Staholmog  district  made  a  bold  move  on  Mon- 
day. In  the  broad  daylight,  and  in  sight  of 
the  emergency  camp  in  Spandaw,  Mr.  Harry 
Dyas's  cattle  were  driven  off.  This  is  the 
seventh  drive  that  has  occurred  at  Staholmog 
within  the  last  fortnight." 


A  few  nights  ago  a  big  Cattle  Drive  took 
place  on  the  lands  of  Johnstown,  on  the  Kearney 
estate.  Upwards  of  200  head  of  cattle,  sheep 
and  horses  were  cleared  off  the  farm,  and  many 
of  them  have  not  yet  been  recovered.  All  the 
gates  were  broken  and  removed.  The  stone 
piers  were  also  tumbled  as  well  as  the  walls 
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near    them. — Dublin    Daily  Ex-press,    September 
26th,    1908. 

During  the  week  no  fewer  than  85  extra  police 
have  been  drafted  into  Clare  in  consequence  of 
the  recent  Cattle  Driving. — Dublin  Daily  Ex- 
press, October  5th,  1908. 


It  is  reported  that  a  shot  was  fired  by  some 
persons  who  took  part  in  a  cattle  and  sheep  drive 
at  three  farms  at  Doolin,  near  Lisdoonvarna,  on 
Saturday  night.  The  police  unsuccessfully  at- 
tempted to  pjevent  the  drive,  the  animals  having 
been  forced  past  them,  and  one  man  who  got 
separated  from  the  crowd  was  arrested.  This 
is  the  second  drive  off  the  same  farms  within  a 
fortnight,  and  another  drive  took  place  from 
another  farm  on  Friday  night. —  Clare  Cham- 
pion (N.),  September  26th,  1908. 

On  Sunday  night  last  a  big  cattle  and  sheep 
drive  took  place  at  Sheepstown,  about  a  mile 
from  the  village  of  Delvin.  The  land  from 
which  the  cattle  were  driven  is  the  evicted  farm 
of  the  late  James  Hagerty,  and  contains  about 
130  acres.  There  were  about  50  cattle  and  close 
on  100  sheep  driven,  and  we  understand  that 
there  are  some  sheep  still  missing. — Midland 
Re-porter  (N.),  October  8th,  1908. 

At  the  opening  of  the  business  of  the  Birr 
Quarter  Sessions  on  Wednesday,  County  Court 
Judge  Curran,  addressing  the  Grand  Jury,  said 
there  were  three  small  cases  to  go  before  them. 
Proceeding,  he  said  : — "  I  have  been  able  to  as- 
certain that  though  a  good  part  of  your  county 
is  in  a  very  peacable  condition,  boycotting  and 
Cattle  Driving  still  exist  in  certain  districts, 
and  it  is  certainly  regrettable  that  these  dis- 
turbed districts  should  not  only  bring  disgrace 
on  themselves  by  this  continued  lawlessness,  but 
cast  a  slur  on  the  rest  of  the  county." —  Free- 
man's Journal  (N.),  October  8th,  1908. 


It  is  reported  that  about  a  score  of  beasts  were 
driven  off  a  ranch  at  Shessymore,  Carron,  on 
Sunday  night.  The  ranch  is  portion  of  the 
Inchiquin  property,  and  is  held  by  a  gentleman 
from  Sixmilebridge.  It  is  reported  that  on 
Monday  night  12  bullocks,  the  property  of  Mr. 
Michl  Caher,  of  Ballybane,  were  driven  off  the 
lands  of  Tullycomon,  between  Carron  and  Kil- 
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naboy,  where  Mr.  Caher  holds  a  very  extensive 
grazing  tract.  With  regard  to  the  drive  on 
Sunday  from  Shessymore,  it  is  probable  that 
an  encounter  took  place  between  drivers  and 
police  near  Lamaneigh  Castle,  as  brisk  firing 
was  heard  in  that  direction  at  the  time  at  which 
it  is  supposed  the  cattle  were  being  driven  past 
that  place.

At  Thurles  Quarter  Sessions  on  Wednesday 
evening,  before  Judge  Moore,  John  Henry  Hod- 
gins,  of  Drangan,  Roscrea,  claimed  ^£46  for  the 
driving  of  35  head  of  cattle  off  the  lands  of 
Mein,  Killea. 

Applicant  and  a  number  of  witnesses  were 
examined.

John  Thompson,  of  Fairy  Hill,  Templemore, 
claimed  ^72  for  a  drive  off  the  lands  of  Cool- 
cormack,  when  36  head  of  cattle  were  cleared  off 
his  grazing  farm. 

His  Honour  gave  a  decree  for  ^'36. — Irish

A  report  reached  Limerick  yesterday,  and 
was  confirmed  later  on,  that  54  head  of  cattle 
were  driven  off  the  Violet  Hill  property,  near 
Broadford,  Co.  Clare,  last  night,  a  large  num- 
ber of  persons  being  concerned,  it  is  stated,  in 
the  Drive.

In 
the  year  ending  September  3oth,  1908,  124  per- 
sons were  tried  before  juries  for  Cattle  Driving, 
of  whom  only  5  were  convicted,  18  were  ac- 
quitted, and  in  101  cases  the  juries  disagreed. 
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Shooting  Outrages. 


i.  About  eleven  o'clock  on  Wednesday  night 
a  cowardly  attack  was  made  on  the  residence  of 
a  widowed  lady,  Mrs.  Created,  situate  at 
Loughgeorge,  about  eight  miles  from  the  town 
of  Galway.  Two  lady  friends  who  were  on  a 
visit  with  Mrs.  Created  were  in  the  drawing- 
room,  one  playing  a  piano  and  the  other  singing, 
when  they  were  alarmed  by  the  discharge  of 
fire-arms  The  windows  were  smashed,  but  for- 
tunately, though  some  of  the  shot  struck  the 
wall  opposite  the  window  and  some  of  the  fur- 
niture, the  ladies  escaped  without  injury.  Mrs. 
Created  has  been  persecuted  for  a  long  time 
because  she  would  not  give  up  a  farm,  which  is 
her  only  means  of  support.  It  was  her  servant 
girl  who  was  attacked  when  leaving  the  church, 
and  for  the  attack  upon  her  sixteen  men  were 
arrested,  and  allowed  off  at  Oranmore  Petty 
Sessions  on  giving  a  guarantee  that  Mrs.  Created 
would  not  be  again  interfered  with. — Irish 
Times,  October  2nd,  1908. 

Since  the  shooting  outrage  took  place  at  Mrs. 
Greated's  dwelling-house  at  Loughgeorge  on 
Wednesday  night  last,  the  police  from  Galway 
and  the  surrounding  stations,  under  command  of 
District  Inspector  Mercer,  have  been  trying  to 
trace  the  perpetrators.  At  a  distance  of  twenty- 
one  yards  from  Mrs.  Greated's  house  they  have 
picked  up  no  less  than  twenty  discharged  car- 
tridges. Two  of  the  lady's  daughters  had  a 
remarkable  escape,  as  they  were  sitting  one  at 
each  side  of  the  windows  through  which  the 
shots  were  fired.  As  regards  the  farm  which 
Mrs.  Created  holds,  and  which  is  the  cause  of 
her  unpopularity,  it  is  stated  that  even  were  she 
disposed  to  give  it  up  she  has  not  the  power  of 
doing  so,  as  it  is  vested  in  the  Court  of  Chan- 
cery^ till  the  coming  of  age  of  her  eldest  son. 
It  is  not  a  rented  farm,  and  why  she  should  be 
persecuted  for  occupying  it  is  a  matter  that 
puzzles  all  who  are  aware  of  the  circumstances. 
— Irish  Times,  October  3rd,  1908. 


2.  A  report  has  reached  Ennis  that  the  house 
of  a  farmer  named  Cahir,  in  the  Kilkeedy  dis- 
trict, towards  the  Galway  side,  was  fired  into 
on  Monday  night,  several  bullets  being  sent 
through  the  window.

4.  Yesterday  at  Cappa,  near  Rathkeale,  a  de- 
termined    attempt     was    made     on    the     life     of 
Michael    Collopy,    a  farmer   residing   in  the   dis- 
trict.    Collopy   is   a   widower,    living  alone   since 
the  death    of    his    wife  six    months    ago.     While 
on    the    holding    yesterday    afternoon,    he    states 
that  a  man  entered,  and  after  some  angry  words 
fired    four    shots,  which    took    effect  in   the   head 
and  body.    The  police  were  apprised  of  the  out- 
rage,   and    shortly    afterwards    they    arrested    a 
man    named    Buckley,    half-brother    to     Collopy. 
The  accused   was   remanded.     Dr.    Magner,    who 
is    attending    Collopy,     extracted    some    of     the 
pellets. — Irish  Times,    October    6th,    1908. 

5.  A  shooting  outrage  is  reported  to  have  oc- 
curred   about    seven    o'clock   on    Saturday    night 
at   Caherbullane,   near   Corofin,  the  victim   being 
a    farmer's  son    named    John  Cahill,    of    Caher- 
bullane.    It  would  appear  that   John  Cahill,  ac- 
companied   by    his    uncle,    Thomas    Cahill,   was 
going    to    a  little    village  close  by,    when    three 
gun    shots    and    five    revolver     shots    were    dis- 
charged.

6.  On  Saturday  a  report  reached  Galway  that 
between  n   and  12  o'clock  on  the  previous  night 
shots  had   been   fired  into    the  residence    of    Mr. 
Myles  J.   Keaven,   at  Prospect,    Oranmore.      Mr. 
Keaven  and  his  family  were  in  bed  at  the  time, 
and   they  were  awakened  by  the  reports  of   fire- 
arms,  followed  by   the  breaking  of   glass.     Two 
other  shots  were  fired  before  the  party  left.    The 
matter  was    immediately    reported    to    the  police 
at    Oranmore,  who    found    that    two  of    the   win- 
dows  on  the   ground  floor  and   the    fanlight   had 
been  broken  with  bullets.     The  police  are  unable 
to    account  for    the    outrage,    as    Mr.    Keaven    is 
very    popular    in    the    district,    and    during    the 
period  that    he    acted   as    land    agent     for    Lord 
Wallscourt  he  was   well  'liked  by   the   tenants.—

The  agrarian  organizations  are 
not  ashamed  to  commit  crimes  which 
frequently  make  humanity  blush,  but, 
coward-like,  they  shrink  from  the  light  of 
publicity.  We  ask  all  who  wish  to  protect 
the  best-living  section  of  Irishmen  (of 
every  rank  of  society,  from  the  humblest 
to  the  highest)  from  Moonlighting  and 
other  crimes,  by  the  formation  of  a  healthy

WHAT  A   BELFAST    PAPER   SAYS   ABOUT 
"  GRIEVANCES  FROM  IRELAND." 

"  Nationalist  venom  against  Lord  Ashtown 
and  the  Unionists  of  Ireland  found  expression 
last  night  in  the  House  of  Commons  in  the 
debate  on  the  resolution  calling  for  a  full  inquiry 
into  the  Glenahiry  outrage.  The  mover,  Mr. 
Haviland  Burke,  delivered  a  violent  speech,  the 
whole  object  of  which  was  to  create  the  impres- 
sion that  his  Lordship  or  his  household  either 
committed  the  outrage  or  knew  the  perpetrators. 
Lord  Ashtown  is  reviled  because  he  is  responsible 
for  the  publication  of  *  Grievances  from  Ireland/ 
a  monthly  periodical  which  throws  light  on  the 
treasonable  aims  and  nefarious  methods  of  the 
hireling  agitators  who  are  the  greatest  enemies 
of  this  country.  Naturally  they  dislike  the  ex- 
posure. On  British  platforms  they  profess  to 
be  carrying  on  a  constitutional  movement,  and 
to  be  in  favour  of  peace  and  order  ;  while  in 
Ireland  they  defy  the  law  and  incite  to  outrages. 
Therefore  they  resent  the  publication  of  facts 
and  reports  which  take  the  mask  from  them,  and 
make  their  double-dealing  plain  to  all  who  can 
read.  In  England  and  Scotland  there  is  a  deep- 
seated  respect  for  the  law,  and  very  little  sym- 
pathy with  those  who  break  it.  That  is  why 
the  Nationalists  would  like  the  British  people  to 
believe  that  they  are  law-abiding,  and  that 
Ireland  is  free  from  crime.  Lord  Ashtown's 
periodical  makes  the  truth  known.  It  sets  out 
the  seditious  and  criminal  conspiracy  in  all  its 
hideousness  before  members  of  Parliament  and 
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leaders  of  public  opinion  in  England  and  Scotland. 

It  does  not  invent  reports  of  outrages  nor  ex- 
aggerate them,  as  the  Nationalists  falsely  assert. 
It  is  largely  filled  with  extracts  froxn  the  speeches 
and  resolutions  at  Nationalist  meetings.  It 
convicts  the  agitators  out  of  their  own  mouths. 
All  who  read  it  must  become  convinced  that  the 
political  Party  which  lives  on  lawlessness,  boy- 
cotting, intimidation,  and  other  forms  of  crime 
is  utterly  unfit  to  be  entrusted  with  the  govern- 
ment of  the  country.  Without  respect  for  law, 
and  destitute  of  every  sense  of  justice  and  fair 
play,  it  would  take  pleasure  in  plundering  and 
oppressing  the  Unionist  minority.  Mr.  Havi- 
land  Burke  charged  Lord  Ashtown  with  defam- 
ing the  Irish  people,  but  he  has  never  made  any 
charges  against  the  Irish  people.  Many  of  the 
Irish  people  are  as  honest,  industrious,  and  law- 
abiding  as  the  people  of  England  and  Scotland, 
and  they  deplore  and  detest  the  criminal  methods 
of  the  Nationalist  agitators.  Lord  Ashtown  and 
the  Ulster  members,  in  calling  attention  to  these 
methods,  do  not  defame  the  Irish  people.
